TULIPS 

Cover  about  4  inches  deep  and  space  4  to  6 
inches  apart. 

Single  Early  Tulips — ^These  bloom  out  dcK>rs  two 
to  three  weeks  ahead  of  other  Tulips.  They  are 
best  for  window  boxes  and  for  forcing. 

Pink  Beauty — Deep  glowing  rose. 

De  W'et — Yellow  striped  orange  scarlet. 
Keizerskroon — Scarlet  with  yellow  margin. 

Artus — Deep  scarlet. 

No.  1  grade  75c  dozen — $5  per  hundred. 

DOUBLE  EARLY  TULIPS 

Bloom  immediately  after  Single  Early  varieties. 
\’ery  showy. 

Murillo — Rose  pink. 

Yuurbaak — Fiery  orange-scarlet.

Notice — Some  Tulip  \arieties  are  available  both  in 
No.  1  and  No.  2  grades.  The  No.  1  grades  will 
prcxiuce  a  slightly  larger  bloom  and  are  slightly 
earlier.  However,  the  No.  2  bulbs  give  fine 
results  for  out-door  planting.  Varieties  marked 
(*)  can  be  had  in  both  grades.  Otherwise  only  No. 

1  grade  available.

PARROT  TULIPS 

These  unusual  Tulips  have  large  flowers  with 
deeply-slashed  petals,  oddly  twisted  and  feathered 
petals.

BOTANICAL  TULIPS

Paper-white  Narcissus — These  make  white  fra¬ 
grant  flowers  early  in  the  spring  when  forced  in 
pebble  bowls  or  in  pots. — 4  for  25c — 60c  dozen. 
Chinese  Sacred  Lily — This  is  a  Narcissus  rather 
than  a  lily.  Sinilar  to  the  Paper-white  Narcissus 
except  that  the  flowers  are  white  with  yellow  cen¬ 
ters. —  lOc  each — 3  for  25c.
